Howard Harris, Slayer of John Craw- 


• ley, Must Serve 


SENTENCE OF 14 YEARS 


In Western Penitentiary at Separate 


and Solitary Confinement—Also 


Pay Costs and Fine of $1. 


For his rash act in taking the life 


of his fellowman, John Crawley, col- 
ored, Howard Harris, also colored, 
was taken to the Western Peniten- 
tiary on Monday to begin serving the 
sentence of 14 years imposed by the 
court on Saturday. 
By good be- 


havior this term may be reduced to 
10 Vz or 1 ] years. 


History of the Crime 


On August 17 John Crawley and 


Howard Harris, both colored, were 
digging a ditch for a water pipe to 
Crawley's house. 
They had been 


drinking during the day. About 1 
o'clock they had a quarrel, it is said, 
over an unequal division of the fire 
water, which resulted in Crawley's 
receiving the blow on the side of the 
head from which he died some four 
hours later. 


Crawley was carried a short dis- 


tance to his home and Dr. S. H. Gump 
was summoned, but medical aid could 
not avail; his skull was cracked and 
death was inevitable." 


Harris came down street but soon 


returned to the home of his father 
wh«re he was found by the officers 
who arrested him, in the garret, far 
back under the rafters. 
He was tak- 


en before Squire H. C. Davidson and 
committed to jail on charge of as- 
sault and battery. 
Crawley having 


died he was 'again arrested on the 
graver charge on which he was tried 
and convicted. 


The Trial 


The case was reached about 4 


o'clock last Thursday evening when 
the empanelling of a jury was begun. 
District Attorney 
Sell 
represented 


the Commonwealth and Edward M. 
Pennell, Esq., the defendant. 
Each 


juror drawn was subjected to the 
usual questions in a murder trial. 


The Commonwealth having chal- 


lenged two and the defense 15, the 
following 12 were left in the box: 
T. S. Bair; Everett; W. H. Cunard, 
Everett; W. C. Colvin, Schellsburg; 
K. E. Gaster, Hyndman; Solomon F.' 
Diehl, Lutzville; Wilson Mock, Lin- 
coln; Philip Turner, Harrison; D. R.

and some conflicting stories were 
told. 
It is not yet certain whether 


Craw.ley>--was str-wck-with-a s'havekor 
a pick", "nor is it determined whether 
Crawley first struck Harris or < not, as 
was claimed by Harris. 
Evidence 


was produced to show that Harris, 
had threatened Crawley. 


The attorney 
for 
the Common- 


wealth in his plea to the jury did not 
insist on a verdict of murder in the 
first degree, while the attorney for 
the 
defense 
plead for a 
verdict 


lighter than murder in the second de- 
gree. 


The Court read a lengthy charge 


to the jury, defining murder in its 
different degrees and reviewed the 
evidence. 
The charge was fair and 


impartial, but clearly eliminated a 
first degree verdict. 


The jury having retired, court ad- 


journed the evening session to re-

9 


When court was called Saturday 


morning, some other business having 
been transacted, the jury brought in 
the verdict already referred to. 


Before the sentence was imposed 


Attorney Pennell made an eloquent 
and pathetic plea for the defendant 
and asked the mercy of the Court. 


After some excellent advice to the 


erring criminal the Court imposed 
sentence and the convicted man was 
taken by the Sheriff back to the local 
prison to await his trip to Allegheny 
where he is now serving his sentence 
and where he will have ample time 
for reflection.

Self Respect Compels Sundering 


of Political Ties, 


GOOD ADVICE TO COMRADES 


One Pension Bill Vetoed on a False 


Pretense by a Republican Governor 
and Another Defeated by'Act of Sen- 
ator Sisson, Republican Candidate 
For Auditor General. 


Veterans of the Civil War are be- 


ginning to take notice. For years the 
Republican party, especially in Penn- 
sylvania, has considered the soldier 
vote one of its principal assets.

TENTATIVE TALK 
OF GRAFTING PLOT 


Proposed Addition to "Palace of 


Graft" to Cost $1,000,000, 


OFFICE BUILDINGS THE FANCY 


Ample Room In the Present Building 


For All the 
Government Depart- 


ments, But the Hungry Horde Is 
Growing Ravenous For Spoils. 


Sent out as a teeler, but with an 


evident purpose back of it, was the 
announcement from Harrisburg last 
week that the new capital has been 
found too small to accommodate the 
growing number of departments, and 
that it will either have to be enlarged 
or the state will have to erect new 
buildings in close proximity to the 
capitol, purchasing sites therefor from 
private property owners. 


As a matter of fact there is no ne 


cessity for more room to accommo- 
date the various departments of the 
state administration; there is plenty 
of room in the big capitol at present, 
and that is apparent to anybody who 
visits it. Some of the departments oc- 
cupy suites of rooms in which an en- 
tire room is allotted to one -clerk, 
where a dozen clerks could, be accom- 
modated. In some departments-there 
may be some crowding, but that is the 
effect of the multiplying of many of- 
fices in these particular departments 
to make room for heelers and hench- 
men on the pay rolls.'The cry of more 
room wanted is laughed at by the peo- 
ple who are obliged to be at the capi- 
tol every day, but who are not con- 
nected with the state administration. 


But this semi-official announcement 


that more room is needed has a very 
serious object back of it. It is evident 
that any attempt to enlarge the capi- 
tol would result in failure, because the 
stench of the capitol graft scandal Iras 
not yet blown away. It is, therefore, 
proposed to build near the capStol an 
entirely new set of buildings, to be 
known as office buildings. This would 
not attract as much attention as an 
addition to the capitol, but it would 
afford a fine opportunity for grafting, 
and that is the main object in. this 
move tor a big new building to cost 
at least a million dollars of the tax- 
payers' money. It is known that the 
Republican machine needs the money. 
Sin.ce" State Treasurer Berry exposed 
the looting that took from the state 
treasury over $9,000,000 there have 
been no opportunities for grafting, and 
there are a good many hungry and 
thirsty patriots who will not be denied 
a whack at the treasury, and they are 
not particular how it is brought about. 
These are tihe men who have devised 
the scheme for a new office building 
to accommodate the departments, and 
they alone would profit by it 


It may be said that any attempt at 
grafting in connection with the con- 
struction of a new building for the 
state would be instantly detected and 
exposed 
But would it? 
Not with 
such a Republican state treasurer and 
auditor general as the Republicans 
have placed on their ticket this year. 
Two worthies of that stripe would be 
very complaisant officials as long as 
their friends in the machine were on 
the job. Sisson, of Erie, as auditor 
general, and Stober. of Lancaster, as 
state treasurer, would stand for a good 
deal to oblige their friends. People 
who have a knowledge of the game as 
it is played on Capitol Hill are saying: 
"Just imagine Sisson and Stober on 
the board of public grounds and build- 
ings and a new state building being 
erected. As a majority of the board 
they could outvote the other member 
of the board, and they would do it, no 
matter if the other member is the gov- 
ernor. It would be a fine thing for two 
men like Sisson and Stober to over- 
rule the governor in a board meeting 
and order something that would cost 
the state a big sum of money, for then 
Stober, as auditor general, would audit 
the accounts made by the contract, 
then issue the warrants, pass them 
over to Stober, who as state treasurer 
would pay them. Lovely arrangement 
all around." 
No wonder people are 
amused over the story that there is to 
be a new state building. 
But would Sisson and Stober do 
what they were told to do as state 
officials? 
Why not? 
They took or 
ders when they were in the state sen 
ate, and not an iniquitous measure 
da'-ing the notoriously corrupt sessions 
of 1903-5 that they did not vote for 
every 
machine measure that was 
sprung. 
They had to, for they were 


under orders. With an air of piety 
Sisson voted for all of the bad legisla- 
tion, while Stober trailed along and 
voted just as he was told by the lead- 
ers. If they took orders as legislators 
they certainly would take them as 
state officials, for that is why thev 
were nominated. 
They will / favor a 
new state building all right, for it will 
be a fine opportunity to help their ma- 
chine friends.

Correspondent Visits the "Lady of 


the Rivers," Beautiful Marietta. 


Marietta, O., Sept. 10, '09. 


This is said to be the oldest city 


in the State of Ohio, it being the first 
settlement under the Government of 
the U. S. in the great Northwest, 
which now comprises a number of 
states, including Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nois and probably others. 
Resting on gently sloping hills 
near the meeting or running together 
of the waters of the great Ohio and 
Muskingum rivers, it certainly is an 
ideal spot for a beautiful city, which 
it is, and it justly lays claim to the 
title of "beautiful Marietta," or "The 
Lady of the Rivers." It is situated 
near the southern boundary line of 
Washington County. The census of 
1890 gave it 8,000, while a recent 
school census gave it 17,000. It is a 
modern, progressive city, with its 
many flourishing industries, its mag- 
nificent churches, good schools, etc. 
Marietta has a never-ending sup- 


ply of natural gas; gas wells and 
oil wells being all around and about 
her. The good house-wife says, "No, 
dad! No carrying in coal or carrying 
out ashes; no soot, no smell as if one 
were far below, but look out should 
there be a sand hole in your gas 
pipes and you should enter the com- 
partment with a lighted match." The 
altitude is about the same as Bed- 
•ford; no, not so much, for I am just 
told that it is only 600 feet above sea 
level in front of the court house. 
Just think of it, there are twelve 
miles 'of paved streets in this city 
whilst dear old Bedford don't have 
one. 
Wake up, do away with the 


dust and oil, pave the good old town 
ana you will never regret the step 
taken. It won't cost much and will 
be .a/ blessing to the housewives 
whose lace curtains are soiled as 
soon as they raise their windows, 
from the great clouds of dust that 
arise as the auto passes by. 
In Marietta 
they 
have electric 
arches over the streets and these 
shed their bright rays of light farther 
than any arc light. The water sup- 
ply is great; it matters not how mud- 
dy ^the. river may be, the water is 
clear and sparkling when you get it, 
it having been doubly filtered. Here 
the"j; have splendid street car service. 
Every half hour cars run to Parkers- 
burg, 12 miles away. Fifty moments 
from the time you leave the one city 
you reach the other. 
The ride is 
along the bank of the Ohio and the 
oil derricks are so thick that one can 
almost touch them as he passes by. 
Then there is an electric line to Low- 
ell up the Muskingum. 
It is 12 


miles long also. 
Then there are 
many lines in the city. 


At the mouth of the Muskingum 
River which is navigable all the year, 
is the southern terminal of the Ohio 
Canal system, from Cleveland, 
It 
has three daily newspapers, five 
banks, excellent public schools and 
one of the best colleges in the state. 
The city 
offers 
to manufacturers 


many advantages \ possessed by few 
other cities. 
The country around is 


most fertile and will grow to perfec- 
tion anything that is planted and 
cared for. Within a few years it has 
been learned that this soil is adapted 
to the growth and perfection of to- 
matoes, and many acres of these lus- 
cious vegetables are planted each 
year, also melons of the various 
kinds. These find a ready sale in the 
near-by cities. 
They are building, a 


^$100,000 postofflce, which, when ^fin- 
ished next tyeaT, will be a great addi- 
tion to the city and a convenience to 
all.

NEW YORK CITY 


Three hundred years ago, Henry Hudson, an Englishman 


in command of a Dutch expedition, with eighteen men, explored 
the Hudson River from Sandy Hook to Troy in. his small craft, 
the "Half Moon." 


One- hundred and ninety-eight years later, Robert Fulton 


established, with his steamboat, the "Clermout," a regular water 
service between New York and the towns along the. Hudson 
river to the North. 


This year, New York City, with sister cities and towns 


along the Hudson, will celebrate these two achievements by a 
series of imposing observances, religious, historical, military, 
naval, musical and literary, extending from September 25 to 
October g. 


Replicas of the "Half Moon" and the "Clermont" have 


been built and -will play a large part in the celebration. They 
will be the center of attraction in the great naval pageant on 
Saturday, September 25. The United States Government will 
have, fifty-two war ships anchored in the Hudson, and Great 
Britain, France, the Netherlands, Italy, Germany, Argentine, 
Guatemala, Mexico, and Cuba will be represented by war 
vessels. 


Two great parades of water craft will escort the "Half 


Moon" and the "Clermout" in triumphal" procession past the 
war leviathans, first in the morning and again in the evening, 
' 


when all the vessels will be illuminated. 


On September 28 there will be a grand historical pageant, 


and on September 30 a big military parade in New York City. 


On October i, the ""Half Moon" and "Clermont" will pro- 


ceed up the Hudson to Troy escorted by hundreds of river craft, 
including torpedo boats. 


A magnificent carnival parade will be held in New York on 


Saturday evening, October 2, which promises to eclipse all 
previous attempts.

SIMON SNYDER—1808-1817. 


Simon Shyder rose from a humble environment to. the position of chief 


executive of • the state by dint of tiard work, and determination. He -vt-as 
of German parentage. In-1776 he was apprenticed to a tanner.- He devoted 
all Ms spare time to study. He was a member-of the constitutional conven- 
tion of 1789. In -1797 he was elected to the' house of representatives and for 
six years served as speaker. His good record as a lawmaker, together with 
the fact that he had been a formidable candidate for governor against Thomas 
McKean, brought him favorably before the -public as the Democratic candi- 
date for governor;'and he was elected in 1808. 
He served tfiree terms of 


three years- each. Governor Snyder was first to substitute an annual mes- 
sage to the legislature, for the address which had'been previously in vogue. 
After leaving the executive office he was elected to the state senate,, but 
served only one session. He died Nov. 9, 1819.

THOMAS M'KEAN—1799-1808. 


Thomas McKean was born in 1734 in Londonderry, Chester county. 
He 


was admitted to practice law before he became of age. His first public office 
was that of clerk of the assembly. Mr. McKean was a member of the Colo- 
nial congress of 1765 and of the Continental congress of 1776 and was one 
of the committee which drew up tjie articles of confederation. He signed 
tbe Declaration of Independence. During the Revolutionary war he served 
as a colonel. A member of the Delaware constitutional convention, he ac- 
complished the remarkable feat bf preparing a constitution which was unan- 
imously adopted by the convention. Mr. McKean was chief justice of Penn- 
^flvania for twenty-two years, having been appointed in 1777. In the same 
year he was elected president of Delaware, continuing meanwhile to repre- 
sent the latter state-in congress. He was elected governor of Pennsylvania 
by the Democratic party- and served for three terms. He died June 24, 1817.

,OOD blood counts in poultry as 


•well as In any other class of 
live stock. 
If the chickens 


and eggs are produced for 


market purposes only they may be im- 
proved by purchasing pure bred mules 
of the desired breed every year. At 
best, however, the flock can only be 
made high grade by this method. The 
enterprising poultryman will soon be- 
gin to long for a flock of pure breds. 
Such a flock, if carefully selected and 
bred, furnishes a splendid source of in 
come that is largely independent of 
the market price of eggs or dressec" 
poultry. The demand for choice pure 
bred eggs for setting and for pure 
bred males is good and the price very 
satisfactory. 
A trade of this kind 


when once established will add con- 
siderably to the income from the 
farm. 


Getting a Start In Pure Breds. 


Even where the flock is kept for 


market purposes only it pays to have 
pure breds. They look better and give 
more economical returns for the food 
eaten. The cheapest way to get a start 
in pure breds is to buy a sitting»or 
two of eggs. It is of utmost impor- 
tance that they be purchased of some 
reliable breeder; otherwise disappoint- 
ment is almost sure to follow. 
In- 
sist that the eggs be not more than 
five days old when shipped, that they 
!be*Tvell wrapped and that the 'b'asket 
be sealed. Have the eggs shipped by 


PIG. 
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express and refuse to accept them if 
the seals have been tampered with. 
These precautions are necessary i, 
you would be sure of getting what you 
pay for. A basket with a handle is 
the best package'for shipping eggs, as 
it will be carried instead' of thrown. 


It has been found by repeated exper- 


iments that eggs hatched with an In- 
cubator do not produce chicks with as 
much vitality as those hatched under 
hens. This is not very noticeable the 
first season, but if continued year 
after year will seriously impair the 
vitality of the flock. It is a general 
practice among successful poultrymen 
to set a few of the best eggs under 
hens and use the chickens thus ob- 
tained to replenish the breeding flock. 


Value of a Breeding Pen. 


The plan of having a breeding pen 


from which to select eggs for hatching 
Is a very good one. In this pen a doz- 
en or thirteen of the best hens in the 
flock are kept. If trap nest, records 
have been kept this will determine to 
a large extent which hens are to be 
put into the breeding pen. With the 
meat breeds the size and conformation 
of the hens are the most important 
points. For a breeding pen of thirteen 
hens one male is all that is necessary, 
but he should be the best that can be 
secured. Some breeders practice keep- 
ing two males, putting one in -with the 
hens one day and the other th'e_next. 
In,this way the males are kept in a 
better condition, and the chickens are 
likely to be a little stronger. No roost- 
ers will be needed in the general flock. 
Indeed, the eggs will keep" all the bet- 
ter for not being fertilized. 


The care and feed of the breeding 


flock should be much the same as those 
outlined for laying hens In article No. 
11 The main thing is to keep them 
healthy. 
Do not overfeed, but J^ep 


them in vigorous condition. If possi- 
ble the breeding pen should be large 
enough so ns to include a little green 
feed, such as clover or rape. 
If this 


cannot be done a little forage cut and 
put in the pen every day will be rel- 
ished. 


The sitting hens should have a 


small house or compartment to them- 
selves. This will avoid the great an- 
noyance of having nests broken up 
and fresh eggs laid in with those al 
most ready to hatch. 
This house 


should be provided with charcoal, grit 
and oyster shells. 
A dust *:th in 


which the hens can roll will help to 
keep them free from lice. Oats, wheat 
anti some sort of green food make a 
good ration. 
When very expensive 


eggs are set it^is best to keep each 
hen in a compartment by herself, as 
there will be less risk of having the 
nest broken up. Soon after the chick- 
ens are hatched the^v can be marked 
by punching a hole through the web 
of the toe, so that they can be picked 
out from the rest of the flock Jn the 
fall. 


Selecting the Incubator. 


Although incubators are not well 


adapted to raising chickens for the 
breeding flock, they are indispensable 
to the poultryman who is raising fowls 
for market. They are more reliable and 
more easily cared for than hens. They 
are ready to go to work ct any time, 
BO that early chickens can be raised

in much larger numbers than witi 
hens. The broody hens can be broken 
up and will soon go to laying again. 
Not the least among the advantages of 
the incubator is the fact that the 
chicks will be free from lice when 
hatched. 


There aie two general types of incu- 


bators, the hot air and the hot water 
machines. 
The heat in the hot air 


machine Is furnished by currents of 
warm air which circulate around the 
egg chamber and in the hot water ma- 
chine by hot water circulating through 
metal pipes. The hot air machine is 
simpler and generally gives better sat- 
isfaction 


The two most important points to 


consider in buying an incubator are 
the 'lamp and the regulator, since upon 
the efficiency of these depends the 
maintenance of a constant tempera- 
ture in the egg chamber. The lamp 
and chimney should be of heavy metal 
The reservoir should hold enough oil 
for twenty-eight to thirty hours' run. 
The burner should be of brass, with a 
cotton •« ick which fits snugly and yet 
works easily. It is important to use 
the highest grade of oil that can be 
obtained, as a steady heat cannot be 
maintained with cheap oil. 


The function of the regulator Is to 


raise or lower a valve over the lamp, 
thus lessening or increasing the amount 
of hot air that goes into the machine. 
Of all the many kinds of regulatoas 
none works more satisfactorily than

across. 
If 


smaller they are not" sensitive enough. 
The regulator should be placed toward 
the back part of the egg chamber and 
high enough so that it will be well up 
out of the way. 
Avoid Incubators 


that have the regulator lever on top of 
the machine. Such a lever is always 
In the way and is liable to be bent or 
displaced. 
A machine that has the 


lever at the end or under a false top 
Is much more satisfactory. 
There is 


nothing in the way on top, and it can 
be used as a table for testing, turn- 
ing and cooling eggs. 


The body of- the incubator should be 


made of well fitted hard wood, with 
three walls and two dead 'ah? spaces, 
so as to be as little affected*" by the 
outside temperature as possible. The 
legs should be strong and firmly at- 
tached. The doors should be of double 
glass. 
The egg trays should slide 


easily, and there should be at least 
three and a half inches clearance be- 
tween the eggs and the top of the 
chamber. The nursery below the trays 
should be at least four inches deep. 
This lower space is needed for the 
ne~wly hatched chicks. This nursery' 
is sometimes made to slide out like a 
drawer. This is a great convenience 
in removing the chickens. 


A small hole covered with a remova- 


ble slide will provide all the ventila- 
tion needed in addition to that obtain- 
ed when the doors are open for turn- 
tog the eggs. A wet sponge kept un- 
der the egg trays will usually furnish 
sufficient moisture. 
The amount of 


moisture needed can be determined by 
the size of the air cell in the big end 
of the egg. If this gets to be more 
than one-fifth the size of the egg more 
moisture should be supplied. 


Handling the Incubator. 


There is no better place for the in- 


cubator than a clean, dry cellar. It 
should be run empty for at least £, 
day before the eggs a-re put in, so as 
to get the flame ar&j&gpteKtor adjust- 
ed. The flame stflffllBi^f J clean" and 
bright and the regulator "set so as to 
maintain a constant temperature of 
100 F. 


It takes a day or two to get the eggs 


warmed up after they are put in. By 
the third day the tkj>n»ometer should 


vtoe »turoed> every morning 'bntil -the 
nineteenth day. Thlsi can be done^by 
rolling them over with the hand or" 
placing another fray over them and 
turning them completely over. After 
turning they should be left out ten or 
fifteen minutes to cool. After the nine- 
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teenth day the incubator should be 
ikept closed until the hatch is about 
completed. 


The chickens should be left in the 


incubator for twenty-four hours or 
longer after hatching. After that they 
may be given to broody hens that tfave 
been saved up for that purpose or 
placed in brooders. A good brooder 
run at a proper temperature is much 
more satisfactory than hens for rais- 
ing chickers on a large scale. A type 
in wfiich the heat comes up In the mid- 
dle, with one or more circular- parti- 
tions of cloth reaching nearly to the 
Boor, Is the most satisfactory.
